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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims xmder 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obUgation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not conmionly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Steyer- 
Daimler-Puch AG, G9406435.0, cited by applicant, in view of Manko et al.. 

Steyer-Daimler-Puch AG has the first and second roof elements 3,4, and the body with 
trunk area, but lacks the claimed receptacles. 

Manko et al. teaches that removed dual roof receptacles may be stored in the trunk area 
via receptacles 44,42,50, 52 and holding devices 30, 40, or conversely via receptacles 34,36, 38 
and holding devices 44, 42, 50, 52. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to secure the roof panels of Steyer-Daimler-Puch AG in superposed 
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position within receptacles as taught by Manko et al. in order to prevent damage to the removed 
roof elements. 

As to claim 2, the elements are stored with insides facing with lower reversed. 
As to claim 3, comers are held without movement. 
As to claim 4, the receptacles 34,36,38 have the contour of the elements. 
As to claim 5, see figure 2. 

As to claim 6, members 44, 42, 50, 52 lash the elements in place and interact with 
bracing members 46, 48, 54, 58 at ends by way of the securement gripping elements, screws, as 
schematically seen in figure 2 for the latter. 

As to claim 7, the bracing members clasp receptacles 42,44,50, 52. 

As to claim 9, rotation of the receptacles of Manko et al. by 90 degrees in the plane of 
the trunk floor is an obvious expedient with no appreciable effect on function. 

As to claim 10, see bracing insert 38. 

As to claim 1 1, the receptacles have the contour of the roof elements. 

Conclusion

disclosure. Iwamura et al., German et al., Morgan, and Nobuo Toyoda are cited to show further 
storage within a trunk.
